o n S u c h a V o y a g e . 
How would you like to tithe a trip 
to the 
moon? 
It 
would be a long 
journey, taking more than six months 
if you went with the speed of an ex- 
pres tra in ; or If you traveled with the 
sw iftness of a ball from a modern can­ 
non it would take about as long as a 
trip across the Atlantic in a fast steam ­ 
er. 
ru d e r average atm ospheric condi­ 
tions a large telescope gives us a view 
of th£ moon as it would be w ithout the 
telescope at a distance of eight hun­ 
dred m iles from us. 
The necessary outfie for the journey 
must be much more extensive than for 
any trip on tile earth, says St. Nich­ 
olas, even the trip to the north pole. 
There will be no chance “to live off the 
country.” 
In addition to warm cloth­ 
ing and food you must carry with you 
all you need to drink, and the problem 
of keeping it from freezing or thawing 
It out if frozen will not be an easy 
one to solve. 
There is practically no 
air on the moon, and you m ust take 
along a supply for breathing. 
If you 
expect to make a fire and cook your 
dinner you must take in addition to 
fuel an additional supply of air to keep 
your fire going. 
But suppose that in some way you 
are landed on the moon with a supply 
of things necessary for sustaining life. 
If you are on a part of the moon on 
which the sun Is shining you will m ar­ 
vel, perhaps, first of all, a t the dazzling 
billiance of the sunlight and the in­ 
tense blackness of the shadows. 
Every­ 
thing In the shade will be in almost 
total darknes, as there Is po air filled 
with little dust particles to scatter the 
sunlight so that it may Illum inate the 
places out of the direct path of its 
rays. 
And w hat a sense of desolation will 
present itself 
to your 
view I 
The 
desert of Sahara would look like a lux­ 
uriant park hi comparison with the 
lunar landscape, 
Not a blade* of gnus, 
Hot axtree or brook or lake -nothing but 
a vast, stony, silent desert. 
Thor-* art* 
plains, not quite as levo) as our west­ 
ern prairies, and 
great num bers 
of 
m ountains, most of them much steeper 
than those on the ea rth ; they are not 


grouped In long ranges, arf our terres­ 
trial m ountains generally are, but are 
scatered all over the surface, singly and 
in irregular groups. 
Most of them are 
shaped more or less like our terres­ 
trial volcanoes, and they probably were 
volcanoes ages ago, before the moon 
cooled off. 
If you happen to land on a p art of 
the moon where it is early morning you 
will have plenty of tim e for explora­ 
tion before night comes on. 
The sun 
rises and sets as it does on the earth, 
but the time between sunrise and sun­ 
set is nearly fiftten of our days. Then 
during the long lunar night our earth 
will act like the moon, and will licht 
up th at p art of 
Hie moon’s surface 
which is turned tow ard it. 
Only there 
will be tills curious difference—-It will 
riot rise and set, but will remain nearly 
stationary in the same region of the 
sky. 
From the side of tho moon which 
Is always 
turned aw ay from 
us the 
earth, of course, can never bo seen at 
all.

ing a noise like a lion, it slezed a 
fmail sapling in its mouth and looped 
It* tail around another. 
Then, by con­ 
tracting its body, it bent the sapling 
held by its month as far as it was 
•fcle. 
Having thus transformed itself 
Into a catapult, it released its hold and 
was hurled with terrific force.

With the most wonderful 
strides made in every calling during 
the last twenty -five y ears agriculture 
has kept pace. 
The evolution in farming methods 
and implements can hardly Ik1 under­ 
stood by the present generation. 
It re­ 
quires a knowledge of 
the old-time 
methods 
to 
make the 
comparison. 
Tears ago when some of the labor-sav­ 
ing agricultural implements 
were in­ 
vented they were decried by the fa nn­ 
ers as being quite unnecessary , etc. To­ 
day. with steam plows, arid, in fact, 
ueary all farming operations being per­ 
formed by labor-saving machines, it is 
w rv difficult even with their use, re­ 
quiring so few hands, to secure enough 
laboring men to save the crops during 
the critical stage of harvest time. 
At 
■11 busy seasons the farmers, esjiecinlly 
those located 
near large 
d ties and 
towns, complain of the scarcity of help. 
Were It not for these very same labor- 
saving machines and the practical les­ 
ions and valuable information furnls- 
•d to the farmers from the experiment 
stations the situation would border on 
the critical. 
The successful farmer of 
to-day is in a sense n scientific farmer. 
He does not follow the obsolete methods 
of 
his ancestors. 
If 
he Is In doubt 
■bout any of his farm work he asks 
questions.

A few months ago we described the 
lifting of a large brick mansion 160 
feet up the face of the steep cliffs that 
border the Alleghany river, near Pitts­ 
burg. "Here is another remarkable feat 
of house-moving. 
The subject in qucs 
tion is the removal of a large two-story 
brick building, sixty y ears old, weigh­ 
ing over 200 tons, from its former loca­ 
tio n at Shnrpsburg, n suburb of Pitts­ 
burg, to the food product establishment 
of the II. J . Ileinz Company in Alle­ 
ghany , a distance of nearly four miles. 
Tliis in itself is a very clever piece of 
work, but to make it all 
the more 
wonderful, most of the work wa s per­ 
form ed upon the water. 
From the moment the house was lift­ 
ed until it was placed upon its new 
VnmdafcioMi there arose one complica- 


f tion after another. 
The long stretch 
of ground ly ing between 
it 
and the 
river was of such a soft, marshy na­ 
ture, apparently without bottom, that 
the building was constantly in danger 
of collapsing; but even when these ob­ 
stacles were overcome, nnd the house 
placed upon the shore of the river, a 
very severe flood arose, surrounding the 
house to a depth halfway to the second 
story , nnd placing it in mid-stream. 
Tn 
order to prevent It being washed away , 
the 
blocking and 
rollers had to 
be 
weighted down with 
immense beams 
and steel rails. 
The 
rushing waters 
abating sufficiently, the house was mov­ 
ed and 
lowered 
upou a large 
coal 
barge. 
This being done and every thing 
made ready, it was gradually towed 
down the Alleghany river, but, due to 
the four low bridges between it and Its 
destination, the barge bad to be scut­ 
tled before passing each bridge, the 
water being pumped out afterward. To 
add to the excitement, it had to be low­ 
ered through a lock ; and, even when 
the river 
trip was 
completed, three 
tracks of 
the Buffalo, Rochester ami 
Pittsburg railroad had to be crossed 
within 
thirty 
minutes.—tieientiilc 
American.

Salt In a N ecessity . 
Animals will travel long distances 
aud 
brave 
great 
dangers to get at 
saline earths, called sa lt licks; horses 
and cows are most healthy when pro­ 
vided with lumps of rook salt fn their 
mangers or pastures and even bees will 
sip a solution of sa lt with avidity . 
Men will barter gold for it in coun­ 
tries where It is scarce, say s the Frisco 
Magazine, and for it husbands will sell 
their wives and parents their children. 
In some districts of Africa salt is far 
more expensive than the purest wiiito 
sugar in Europe and children will suck 
a lump of it in preference to sweet­ 
meats. 
But the existence of a greater 
or less appetite for sa lt In all individ­ 
uals shows that this substance serves 
more important functions than that of 
merely gratify ing the palate. 
Salt being a large oonsistuent of tin* 
human body and forming about half 
the local weight of the saline matters 
of the blood, the constant loss of it by 
the secretions, the bile and even tears, 
requires to lie made up by its employ­ 
ment as a condiment. 
The free acid 
found in the stomach and which forms 
an essential constituent of the gastric 
juice. Is obviously d( rived from the 
salt taken with our food; and the soda 
of our blood nnd in some of the secre­ 
tions is doubtless obtained from the 
decomfKisition in the sy stem of common 
salt, which is the only mineral food of 
man and the only saline condiment es­ 
sential to health.

I m m i n e n t E xtin c tio n o f Ma ny Spe­ 
cie» Lead» to P r o t e c ti v e La w» . 
For two centuries there has been lit­ 
tle let or hindrance to the slaughter of 
animal life in southern Africa. 
But 
now game laws exist and with their 
enforcement it is exi**oted that the sup­ 
ply of game can be kept up and that 
some of the old hunting grounds may 
be restocked. 
Lions are still plentiful over large 
areas and even in the mining districts 
of Khodesla. 
Elephants are becoming 
scarce, being practically extinct south 
of the Z a m b esi, 
except on the east 
coast and in a few parts of Rhodesia. 
They are now strictly protected to 
save them from extinction. 
The rhinoceros is rare, except in the 
Portuguese country south of the Zam­ 
besi. 
The hippo{K>tamus is to he found 
only In Orange river, the streams of 
Zululand and in tin* Portuguese rivers. 
One of the remarkable natives Is 
King Khama. 
The headquarters of his 
tril» e is Serowe, a town of 20,600. Here 
and in all his dominions he has abol­ 
ished European liquors, and their ln- 
troductlon or use is followed by severe 
punishment 
lie has suppressed witch­ 
craft and so encouraged education that 
most of his people can read. 
The Mashonaland plateau is begin­ 
ning to fill up with European farmers.

imported from the south and turned 
loose. The efforts of the fish and gamt 
commission have amounted to nothing 
hut large expense, nnd the lecturing 
on that subject with the hope of get­ 
ting more sections of the State inter­ 
ested in undertaking to raise several 
kinds of birds in what Is called the 
next-to-nnture way is costing a 
lot 
more money with very small prospects 
of success. Springfield is casting about 
for a man who would be glad to un­ 
dertake the work and guarantee a good 
deal of knowledge of how to do it. 
As long ago as 1645 there was a sy s­ 
tem of protection of the game ip for­ 
ests of Massachusetts. 
They had deer 
wardens then to prevent even the In­ 
dians shooting deer out of 
season. 
That such precautions ever benefited 
the population of the State 
to 
the. 
amount of a cent for each individual 
during lifetim e has never been demon­ 
strated. 
It has resulted in long y ears 
of law protecting for deer, and large 
bills to be paid by the State for dam­ 
ages they have done to crops. 
The 
deer is the most expensive wild luxury 
the State has ever had, except possi­ 
bly the gy psy moth. 
The partridge and quail 
luxuries 
stnnd high In the list. 
The attempts 
to raise partridges have failed in Wor­ 
cester county only a little less com­ 
pletely than elsewhere. 
The importa­ 
tion of thousands of quail from the 
Southern States has not increased the 
hunting. The different kinds of pheas­ 
ants have bee* another, though less 
expensive, luxury at the expense of 
the State. 
There is more nnd better hunting fn 
the countries where there 
are 
no 
game laws, or where tho expense 
is 
borne by private 
enterprise. 
Condi­ 
tions change and different kinds 
of 
game take up their own way s in sec­ 
tions where no attention is paid to tho 
stocking and protecting. 
It has l**en 
proved to be useless to try to make cer­ 
tain kinds of game prosper in the lo­ 
calities their kind deserted y ears ago. 
It Is alway s useless as a pay ing propo- 
- s itlon ~4o— 
—section—of—country 
with the kinds of game, fish or fowl 
that are not there, because of changed 
conditions since the original ha bita ­ 
tion was sought by the same kinds. 
All the science in the world has not 
made tho partridge prosper in the lim­ 
its of a city . 
Such birds as may be 
domesticated are never fit 
to 
turn 
loose again, because they have in a j 
measure lost the Instinct to hide from i 
the hunters. 
The trout brooks tha t 
are not stocked at nil afford the best 
fishing when left alone for a time. 
The lakes and ponds that have been 
stocked, for the most part, have been 
spoiled as natural fishing places. Mas­ 
sachusetts is overdoing the game busi­ 
ness.

Equally serious 
is the action of directors in knowingly 
making and publishing false statement* 
or reports as to the financial condition 
of the company of which they are trus­ 
tee*« . 
Whittaker Wright (tho great com­ 
pany promoter who committed suicide 
a fter being sentenced to hard labor for 
issuing false 
balance sheets of 
the 
wrecked London 
and 
Globe Finance 
Corporation) wa s convicted in England 
under a sta tute substantially similar to 
tliis section of the penal code. 
lie w a s 
sentenced to seven y ears penal serti- 
tude. 
Under this New York law the 
maximum penalty which he could have 
received would have been one y ea r’» 
imprisonment or a fine of $500. 
In dealing with offenses by criminals 
of previous 
good social standing 
we 
rarely look beyond the offender him­ 
self to consider the welfare of the com­ 
munity . 
If, for example, a man steals, 
nnd, after 
his indictment 
for

crime, his friends or relatives repay the 
amount of the theft, in America tha t is 
the end of the matter, nnd tho offense 
committed against criminal law, devis­ 
ed as a protection for the public, Is 
entirely negligible. 
The greatest bank wrecker in Amer­ 
ican criminal history now lives undis­ 
turbed in New York. 
He nevr served 
a day in ja il for a defalcation of $0,- 
000,000. 
The indictments against him* 
were all dismissed a few .y ears ago.

ficial signs which escape the ordinary 
observer.

P r e v a il* A ll O v er th e W o r ld , 
The origin of belief in “horseshoe 
luck” is so ancient that it ra ver has 
been determined with certainty, and no 
superstition is more universal, says the 
Syracuse 
Herald. 
Ever since 
horses 
began to wear shoes those crescents o f 
iron have been accounted lucky emb­ 
lems of ail p eo p les, ra c e s and nations 
that have been acquainted with their 
use. 
Tlie Chinese, for instance, say they 
nail 
them up over their 
doors as a 
charm against evil spirits because of 
the . lose resemblance in shape between 
them and the arched body of the sacred 
snake, Nagandra, one of their principal 
deities. 
Ask a Turkish Mohammedan f>>r in­ 
formation on tile subject, and he will 
tell you that it is because .they are in 
form like a crescent, the sacred emblem 
of Islam. 
A Polish Jew will explain that at the 
Passover the blood sprinkled upon the 
lintel and doorsteps, in the manner di­ 
re, ted by their ritual, forms the chief 
points of 
an arch; 
hence, obviously, 


the 
value of 
arch-shaped 
talismans 
such as horseshoes are. 
The stolid and unimaginative Russian 
peasant, on the other hand, maintains 
that the luck associated with tile horse­ 
shoe is due chiefly to the metal, irre- 
spective of its shape, iron being tra­ 
ditionally a charm wherewith to nullify 
the malevolent designs of evil spirits 
and goblins. 
Very different is the story which the 
Irishman seeks to account for his lik­ 
ing for 
the same talism an^ symbol. 
The name “Ironclad” or “Ireland/’ he 
will 
tell you, originated as follows: 
The whole island was once submerged 
iii the sea, out of which it only rose 
once in seven years, and then only for 
a short time. Many attempts had been 
made to break the spell and induce the 
country to remain permanently above 
the waters, but all were in vain until 
one day a during adventurer threw a 
horseshoe from a boat on the topmost 
peak of 
Wicklow Mountains 
just as 
they were 
disappearing beneath 
the 
waves. 
Then at last was the ban re­ 
moved. The Emerald Isle began forth­ 
with 
to rise 
again from the 
ocean 
depths Into which it had sunk. And it 
has been dry land—more or less—ever 
since. 
__ 
In England, up to comparatively rec­ 
ent times, horseshoes were extensively 
used almost everywhere 
as antiwitch 
charms and the custom is not even yet 
an extinct one. No witch, It used to Ive 
said, could enter a building over the 
door of which a horseshoe—or, better 
still, three horseshoes—had been affix­ 
al, prongs downward. 
The origin of this particular belief Is 
referable to Hie old legend of St. Ihms- 
tun. This versatile English ecclesiastic 
was a skilled farrier, and one day while 
at work in ii is forge the evil one enter­ 
ed in disguise and requested Dunstan 
to shoe his “single hoof.” 
The saint, 
although he recognized his malign cus­ 
tomer, a needed, but caused him so much 
pain during the operation that Satan 
begged birn to desist. 
This Dunstan 
did, but only after he had made tho 
evil one promise that neither he nor 
any of the lesser spirits, his servants, 
would ever molest 
the Inmates of a 
house where a horseshoe was displayed.

MAHOGANY IN WEST INDIES. 


S m a l l e s t B ut lTi-avleat a n d P r e t t i e s t 
Wood Produced lit Theno Inland*. 
The United States is not a mahog­ 
any growing country. 
It is 
tropical 
wood. 
Its home is in Central America 
and in Cuba, Jamaica and Santa Do­ 
mingo. 
These islands give the small­ 
est hut heaviest and 
prettiest wood. 
British 
Honduras, 
Guatemala 
and 
Nicaragua give the most 
and Mexico 
the largest timber. 
Tile 
richer, solid, 
heavy varieties 
come from the islands. 
These will not 
float, 
arc susceptible of a high polish, 
and the wood has a rich, wavy figure. 
The pretty figured pieces of wood are 
of great value. A six-foot piece (which 
Included the crotch of a 
tain shipment will bring about $500 
when cut into veneers. 
No m atter where a shipment of the 
wood comes from, or what variety it is, 
there are always more or less of tho 
fine, flaky 
sticks that 
make veneer. 
Mahogany i9 a phenomenal wood 
in 
that it does not warp under any condi­ 
tions of weather, use or age; neither 
does it shrink. 
It is of gTeat beauty, 
hardness and durability. 
In no other 
wood can these qualities bo found com­ 
bined with large size, uniformity of 
grain and richness of color and figure. 
Tile island timbers are eight to tea 
feet in length by twelve inches in dl- 
amter, some 
from 
Cuba, 
however, 
reaching thirty-five feet in length by 
two feet In diameter. Honduras squar­ 
ed timbers are as long as forty b e t by 
two feet In diameter, and the three- 
foot and four-foot timbers come from 
Mexico. 
The softer mahogany conies from the 
swampy lands. There arx1 no mahogany 
forest; the trees nro not grouped that 
way, the individual trees tieing more or 
less 
widely 
separated. 
Like 
other 
trees, the core is the poorest part, often 
being worthless. 
A schooner 
load 
represent an ex­ 
penditure of $ 13,000, 
Tha t is not all 
for tho timber, labor and 
freight, a 
considerable 
part of 
it representiag 
“grease” 
to 
the 
Spanish 
customs 
officer, whose favor is not obtained by 
a smile. 
There are no sawmills in tho 
mahogany-growing countries. 
The trees when nit down are aq mir­ 
ed by hand. An Indianapolis company 
is going 
to have them 
hewn into 
octagon shape 
hereafter instead 
of 
squares, believing It will get 
25 per 
cent more timber out of them this way.

famine food. 
It was invented by MaJ. 
Nathaniel Thwing, of Boston, In July, 
1746. 
At th a t period there was a great 
scarcity of the cereals. 
All sorts of 
provisions* but especially breadstuffs, 
were high. 
Wheat cost twenty shill­ 
ings ti bushel, and white bread came 
at two cents an ounce, the sixteen- 
ounce “household loaf,” which was of 
a coarse kind, selling for 12 cents. 
Thwing was a baker by trade. When 
he tusked permission of the selectmen 
of 
Boston to make and st?!I 
brown 
broad of a certain specified composi­ 
tion, containing a stated proportion of 
o«»rnme?iJ. the suggestion was kindly 
received; and, breadstuffs showing a 
t r a d o n ey to mount considerably higher 
than the figures already mentioned, lie 
proceeded to manufacture the article* 
on a considerable scale, retaining a 
niou.ijMily of tin* business for many 
yea rn. 
It was not until parliament came to 
the rescue cf tho colonists that bread­ 
stuffs fell in price, and even brown 
broad, though a famine food, was at 
fir-t more expensive than it is f. day; 
but finally it dropped to N emits for a

Baron Speck von Sternburg, the Ger­ 
man am bassador to the United States 
and close personal friend of President 
Roosevelt, died in the Hotel Victoria, 
in this cify. 
The baroness, who was 
Miss Lillian May Langham of Louis­ 
ville, Ky., was with her husband when 
he died. 
The baron and baroness came here 
from 
Hom^iurg at the end of last 
month to consult with Prof. Vincena 
Czerny, a skin specialist, concerning a 
malady from which the ambassador 
had been 
/ering for some time. 
Af­ 
ter a prolonged examination of the dis­ 
eased part on the left side of Baron 
von Sternburg’s head. Professor Czer­ 
ny affirmed that the trouble was not 
cancer, but a lupus, and he could cure 
it. 
Both the ambassador and his wife 
were immensely cheered at this opin­ 
ion. 
Baron v< u Sternburg is described as 
having felt that his long agony was 
nearly over and that soon he would be 
a 
well 
man again. 
His 
wife also 
shared that hope. 
It had been arranged that Baron von 
Sternburg should go to Berlin the mid­ 
dle of September to be received in au­ 
dience by Emperor William, previous­ 
ly to his return to Washington. 
It was 
thought desirable that the am bassador 
he at his post during the concluding 
weeks of the presidential campaign. 
The baron’s 
father, 
who is eighty 
y**ars old, lives on the family estate 
near Dresden, and it is possible that 
the burial will take place there. Baron 
von Sternburg left New York for Ger­ 
many on May 16 last. 
The immediate cause of Baron von 
Sternburg’s death was inflammation of 
the lungs. 
Baroness von Sternburg has receiv­ 
ed the following telegram from Em ­ 
peror William 
“ I am deeply shaken 
by the unexpected news of the passing 
away of your husband, and I desire to 
express to you my heartfelt sympathy. 
I lose in him a valuable friend and a 
distinguished 
diplomatist, 
who 
has 
rendered important service to me and 
the fatherland, and whom it will be 
most difficult to replace. 
May God 
give you, 
in 
your great 
grief. 
His 
heavenly consolation." 
Baron von Sternburg was fifty-six 
years old and was born in Leeds, Eng­ 
land. 
After a brilliant career as sol­ 
dier, he Joined the diplomatic service 
in 1890 and was made first secretary 
of the Pekin legation. 
He was after­ 
ward charge d’affaires at Belgrade and 
became first secretary of the German 
embassy at Washington ten years ago. 
Two years later he was made German 
consul general for India and Ceylon. 
He was elevated to the Washington 
ambassadorship in 1902.
